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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . In claim 1 , it is suggested to changed "wherein at least one of the suction hole or the 
exhaust hole" at lines 13-14 to "wherein at least one of the suction hole and the exhaust hole" 
because of the use of "at least one of. 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claims 13-17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

The scope of the claims is not clear as the preamble "an air flow passage for a 
microwave oven" indicates that the claims are directed to only an air flow passage and 
"microwave oven" is only an intended use. However, the limitation "a suction hole formed 

between a plate .... and a cavity " clearly requires the structural components (food supporting 

plate and the oven cavity) as parts of the combination. Without these components of the oven, 

the limitation "wherein air flows below the food loaded on the plate" at the end of claim 

13, the limitation "the fixing terminal being formed at one sided portion of a sub-plate that 
supports a lower surface of the cavity" in claim 14, the limitation "a shaking preventing hole 
formed at an outer surface of the cavity" in claim 15 would be structurally meaningless. 
Clarification and correction are required. 
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5. Meaningful patentability evaluation in regard to claim 13-17 cannot be made at the time 
being because the claimed scope is so unclear for the reasons set forth above. However, if these 
claims are rewritten to clearly direct to an air passage per se (that is, without any positive 
structural linkage of a microwave oven), these claims may be subjected to a constructive 
election.
